Hits Deadlock In House-Senate he 


ENATE efforts to force new Congressional controls on all Armed Forces aircraft 
and missile programs have rammed into a conference deadlock with the House. 
Members of the House and Senate, meeting in conference on the fiscal ’60 mili- 
tary construction authorization bill 14 July, reached an impasse on the aircraft- 
missile question and recessed further discussion until 20 July. 

The conferees also were unable to reach agreement on another major Senate 
recommendation which calls for a further reappraisal of the Hercules-Bomarc dis- 
pute, presumably settled by the Pentagon’s new blueprint for air defense. 


A compromise is expected to be reached 
on the latter recommendation, however, 
by re-writing the Senate language, tak- 
ing it out of the bill and placing it in the 
conference report. 

An ultimate decision on the aircraft- 
missile question is more complicated. 
Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga) of the 
House Armed Services Committee is 
strongly opposed to the Senate recom- 
mendation and, as predicted in THE 
JOURNAL (23 May), has refused to accept

Special Investigations Subcommittee inquiry into the employment 
industries resumes 21 July, with witnesses 


still to be announced as THE JOURNAL went to press. 


A highlight of the second phase of the hearings is expected to be the disclosure 
of the names of retired officers employed by the top 100 defense contractors, together 


with their salaries and duties. 


The Subcommittee staff is compiling this information from questionnaires which 
have been completed by the officers and firms involved. 


The first phase of the hearings, cov- 
ering four days and ending 10 July, failed 
to produce any evidence of wrong-doing 
or influence on the part of retired officers 


working for defense firms. 

Several witnesses, including Deputy 
Secretary of Defense Thomas S. Gates, 
jr.. Admiral Arthur Radford, USN-Ret 
VAdm. H. G. Rickover, USN, and Repre- 
sentative Samuel S. Stratton (D-N. Y.) 
told the Committee (see Page 2) that re- 


tired officers have little if any opportunity 
to influence defense contract awards. 


Representative Paul J. Kilday (D-Tex.) 


urged the Committee (see Page 27) to 
take a look at the dual-employment and 
duai-compensation statutes which bar 
many retired officers from Federal posi- 
tions. 

Admiral Radford told the Héhert group, 
he thinks “it is very unfortunate that this 
situation has been placed before the public 
in the way it has.”

He told the subcommittee the 
move “could only have had the result of 
damaging many entirely innocent re- 
tired officers, and it would have had a 


most disastrous effect on the conduct of 
our whole defense program.” 

Congressman Stratton is a member of 
the full Armed Services Committee, 
which ultimately will have to decide what, 
if any, legislative action is required to im- 
prove present employment practices in- 
volving retired officers. 


“Grave Mistake” 
He told the Hébert Subcommittee he 
believes “it would be a grave mistake 

. to proceed on the assumption that 
there is something inherently wrong with 
a retired officer going to work for a de- 
fense contractor.” In fact, evidence indi- 
cates that the practice “is actually ex- 
tremely helpful to the national defense,” 
he said. 

Congressman Stratton noted that mili- 
tary retired pay “is not excessive,” and 
added that it would be “completely un- 
realistic” to expect former officers to pro- 
vide for their families entirely on their 
retirement pay.

He recalled that the House only re- 
cently approved Navy “hump” legislation 
(now pending in the Senate) which would 
force thousands of senior Navy and Ma- 
rine Corps officers into early retirement. 
“Wouldn’t we be causing them a grave 
injustice,” he asked, “to force them out 
of uniform ahead of the normal period 
of time and then foreclose automatically 
to them the one civilian field where they 
would be most likely to find employ- 
ment?” 


Wants Closest Possible Liaison 

Actually, if the nation’s defense pro- 
gram is to succeed, he said, “there must 
be the closest possible liaison and under- 
sanding between those in the military 
service and those in the manufacturing 
field.” Painless and costless security are 
not likely to result simply by pushing 
aside “one or two retired generals or 
admirals,” he said. 

Congressman Stratton said if there are 
abuses in the present system they should 
be dealt with, “but it would be my recom- 
mendation that any legislation designed 
to prevent any such abuses be directed 
toward the specific abuses the commit- 
tee uncovers rather than toward retired 
officers and defense contractors gener- 
ally.” 

He noted that charges levelled against 
retired officers in industry “seem to be 
based on the assumption that defense 
contracts are awarded by one or two in- 
dividuals, in which case personal friend- 
ships and individual favoritism might be 
controlling.” His own experience has been

The Air Force has decided to discon- 
tinue procurement of new warrant officers 
“for an indefinite period,” but to retain 
the existing warrant officer category. 

Headquarters said, however, that its de- 
cision to suspend input into the warrant 
category may be revised at a future date 
in light of changing requirements. 

Warrant officers now on active duty will 
be classified and assigned to company 
grade officer billets. The impact of this 
action will be to remove warrants from 
the superintendent category of the Air- 
man career ladder. 

The Air Force move to end procure- 
ment of warrants followed a lengthy 
Headquarters study which showed that 
the recently created non-commissioned 
grades of Senior Master Sergeant and 
Chief Master Sergeant overlapped the 
Warrant Officer structure in the areas of 
pay, responsibility and type of assignment. 

The modified plan simplifies personnel 
actions for both the warrant and top- 
ranking Airmen.

Rugged legislative infighting is certain 
to take place before final agreement is 
achieved on a compromise bill. 

The Senate on 14 July approved the 
396 billion budget and $450 million 
transfer authority recommended by 
ts Appropriations Committee without 
changing a single dollar. The Senate then 
gnt the measure back to the House, 
which earlier had approved $746 million 
less. 

Agreement on the two budget programs 
is not as close, however, as the money 
totals might indicate. 

The House, for example, knocked out 
$960 million for the Navy’s carrier, and 
added $255.3 million for anti-submarine 
warfare weapons. 

The Senate restored the $260 million, 
added $120 million more for an atomic 
power plant, and killed the ASW funds 
yoted by the House. 

The House eliminated the Air Force 
Mace program, and cut $127 million ear- 
marked for the Martin missile. The Sen- 
ate agreed to the money reduction, but 
told the Secretary of Defense he can pro- 
ced with the Mace program if he finds 
that he can shift funds from other mis- 
sile programs, 

The House added $200 million for Army

Death Comes At 85 To Famed Army Surgeon 


Col, William L. Keller, 85, widely 
known as the “grand old man of Army 
medicine,” died 10 July, at Walter Reed 
Army Hospital where he had spent the 
greater part of his professional career as 
Chief of Surgery and lifetime consultant. 

Colenel Keller was a renowned and re- 
spected thoracic surgeon when he joined 
the Walter Reed staff to head the surgery 
department in 1919. 

He once declined a nomination to the 
position of Surgeon General of the Army, 
saying that he preferred to continue to 
perform surgery at Walter Reed. When 
he retired in 1935 after a 35-year military 
career, Congress passed special legisla- 
tion making him a consultant to Walter 
Reed with full pay and allowances for 
life “in order to keep available to the 
public service his mature professional 
judgment and long experience.” 

He was the first man in Army history 
to be thus honored. 

In paying tribute to Colonel Keller, the 
Surgeon General of the Army, Maj. Gen. 
Leonard D, Heaton, said: “I deeply regret 
the passing of this distinguished surgeon. 
The great contributions he made to the 
Army Medical Service will long endure.” 

Colonel Keller, born in Connecticut 24 
March 1874, was graduated from the 
Medical School of Virginia in 1899 and 
the following year became a contract 
surgeon with the Army. He was commis- 
sioned in the Army Medical Corps in 
1902 while in Manila during the Philip- 
pine Insurrection. It was during this 
tour of duty that he performed a suc- 
cessful operation for bunions which now 
bears his name. 

During WWI, Colonel Keller was as- 
signed to the American Expeditionary 
Forces as Director of Professional Serv- 
ices. In this capacity he selected an able 
surgical staff, organized surgical teams, 
and developed such new advancements 
as the traction-fixation splint, This device 





is now considered standard equipment in 
ambulances and hospital emergency 
rooms throughout the country. 

He was awarded the Distinguished 
Service Medal, decorated by the British 
government and made an officer in the 
French Legion of Honor. 

Survivors include his wife, Sara, of the 
home address, 2930 Foxhall Rd., N.W., 
Washington, D. C.; one son, John G. 
Keller, a Washington, D. C., attorney, 
of 5212 Albemarle St. N.W., and two 
grandchildren. 

Private graveside services were held 
at Arlington National Cemetery, The 
family requested that any tokens of sym- 
pathy take the form of contributions to 
the Army Emergency Relief fund.

Marine Corps Establishes Two-Pronged 
LDO/WO Plan; More EM Get Crack At WO 


‘The Marine Corps has set up a two- 
phase Limited Duty Officer, Warrant Of- 
ficer program for Fiscal Year 1960. 

In Marine Corps Order 1040.12, issued 
by General Randolph McC. Pate, CMC, 
local commanding officers are invited to 
submit nominations for the first phase. 

The first phase of the program is sim- 
ilar to that of previous years and is aimed 
chiefly at temporary officers, warrant of- 
ficers and outstanding non-commissioned 
officers serving in the grade of E-6 and 
above. 

The new feature of the FY ’60 LDO/WO 
program is that applications will be so- 
licited for WO from E-4’s and above hav- 
ing six through eight years’ service. This 
second phase represents a departure 
from previous selection policies and is a 
partial implementation of an extensive 
study underway at Marine Corps Head- 


quarters on the overall junior officer 
wrade structure. 
Selections from among E-4’s and 


above, in the second phase of the pro- 
gram, will be made on the basis of 
“growth potential versus demonstrated 
skill in a particular specialty,” Headquar- 
ters said. 

Waiver of the six through eight year 
service requirement will be permitted in 
the cases of exceptionally well qualified 
enlisted men with not more than 10 years’ 
service, For men in this category, Head- 
quarters plans additional schooling to in- 
crease their effectiveness. 

The two-pronged program will be con- 
tinued through Fiscal Years 1961 and 1962. 

Local commanding officers will receive 
instructions on submission of nomina- 
tions for the second phase of the plan 
in a Marine Corps Order to be issued later 
in the year. 

For the first phase of the program, com- 
manding officers have been requested to 
submit nominations by 15 August in each 
of the three categories: 1, Limited Duty 
(Officer; 2, Warrant Officer, USMC, and 
3, Warrant Officer, USMCR. 

Basic requirements in each category 
are: 

LDO—Eligible are temporary commis- 
sioned officers, temporary or permanent 
Regular WO’s, and Regular male EM in 
pay-grade E-6 and above. Applicants must 
have at least 10 but not more than 12 
years’ active service on 1 July. 

wo, USMC—Eligible are temporary 
commissioned officers; temporary WO’s, 





Regular or Reserve, on active duty; per- 
manent Reserve officers on active duty as 
of 1 July 1959 who were formerly Regular 
EM, and Regular male and female EM in 
the rank of E-6 or above. Applicants must 
be under 46 and have less than 19% years’ 
service on 1 July. 

WoO, USMCR—Eligible are male and fe- 
male EM in the grade of E-6 and above 
in the Organized Reserve, and Reserv- 
ists of the same rank on extended active 
duty with the Reserve Establishment. Ap- 
plicants must be under 46 and have less 
than 19% years’ service for retirement 
purposes on 1 July. 

There is no provision for appointments 
to Marine Gunner. 

Officers and men who meet established 
eligibility requirements for the LDO/WO 
program may apply to their commanding 
officers who have been directed to nomi- 
nate only those who are “eminently qual- 
ified” and are considered to be “outstand- 
ing Marines.” 

Local Commanding Officers will estab- 
lish interview boards and administer 
tests to determine each applicant’s tech- 
nical knowledge or skill. 

Applicants for LDO or WO may be 
nominated in only one of a list of specific 
MOS’. For LDO the MOS’ are: 1310, 
1320, 2710, 2715, 3510, 4102, 6402 and 6602. 

For WO, USMC, the MOS’ are: 0130, 
1310, 1320, 1502, 2010, 2025, 2040, 2045, 
2602, 2715, 3010, 3015, 3020, 3102, 3202, 
3302, 3310, 3402, 3510, 3702, 4130, 4302, 
5802, 6406, 6602, 6708, 6709, 6720 and 6802. 


Other important provisions of the pro- 
grams are: 

@ All those picked for LDO will be 
appointed to the rank of 2d lieutenant. 
Those serving in higher temporary ranks 
will not be permitted to retain their ad- 
vanced grade. 


@ Those nominated for both LDO and 
WO who are chosen for LDO will not be 
considered for WO. 


e@ All those selected for WO will be ap- 
pointed in the grade of WO-1 with no 
promotion credit. 


e Temporary officers and temporary 
WO’s of the Regular Corps will be per- 
mitted to retain their temporary grades 
if picked for Regular WO. 


@ Reserve temporary officers, Reserve 
temporary WO’s, and permanent Reserve 
officers appointed to Regular WO will not 
retain their higher ranks.

ATC’s Project “All-Jet” Reaches New Phase 


The Air Training Command’s “Project 
All-Jet” has reached a new phase with 
the entrance of a third class of student 
pilots into primary training at Bain- 
bridge AB, Ga. 

Purpose of the project is to determine 
the practicability of using only jet- 
powered aircraft in the USAF pilot train- 
ing program. 

The new class will differ in one major 
respect from its predecessors. In the first 
two classes the student body was divided, 
with approximately half the class going 
through the normal training program, 
thereby establishing a control group to 
furnish comparative data with the group 
receiving all-jet training. 

All members of the new class will be- 
gin training in the Cessna T-37. 

The new class will train under a re- 
vised schedule calling for 118 flying 
hours, utlizing 108 training days and in- 
cluding formation flying and advanced 
instrument training. 





The original all-jet classes received 115 
hours flying time in 98 training days for 
testing purposes, and then received an 
additonal 15 hours of flying time in 10 
training days to utilize the same amount 
of time required for their classmates in 
the control groups. The additional train- 
ing time was devoted to formation fly- 
ing and advanced instruments, which are 
normally not introduced into the pro- 
gram until the basic pilot training phase. 

In the normal training program, stu- 
dents receive 30 hours flying time in the 
conventional, propeller-driven T-34, and 
then progress to the T-37 where they 
receive an additional 100 hours flying 
time. Under this program, they must go 
through the learning procedures in two 
different type airplanes. Elimination of 
the T-34 from the program and entry di- 
rectly into the T-37 thus saves many 
hours in both the ground school and fly- 
ing phases, permitting the more ad- 
vanced instruction.

As part of his own training as Project Mercury’s “family doctor” Colonel! Douglas 
attends as many as possible of the special courses scheduled for the seven astronauts. 
Up to the limits of his ability, Colonel Douglas says, he does whatever the astro 
nauts do—he flys with them, rides the centrifuge, takes and undergoes pressure 
chamber tests. In his spare time he goes hunting, fishing and boating with the group. 
Unlike the astronauts, however, he will not be given a short trial ride in the 


space capsule, 


Colonel Douglas sees himself as the “old time squadron flight surgeon,” taking 
care of a small number of flyers and their families. 

This type of job is not only gratifying, he says, but it is the ideal one for the 
flight surgeon. “If the Air Force had more flight surgeons,” he says, “they would 


be doing just what I’m doing.” 


A board certified specialist in aviation medicine and a flight surgeon of nine

Pentagon Seeks Speedy Action On AF Promotion

years to provide an 80% promotion op- 
portunity for all active duty captains, 
both Regular and Reserve. Only Regulars 
are now guaranteed such opportunity. 

At present, promotions in all Services 
are restricted by the application of the 
Officer Grade Limitations Act (OGLA) 
which prescribes ceilings for all senior 
grades. 

The Defense Department has disclosed 
that it is preparing to reevaluate the 
OGLA ceilings for all Services and sub- 
mit recommendations for permanent 
changes by 30 June 1961. 

Maj. Gen. E. S. Ligon, jr., Director of 
Air Force Personnel Planning, said, in a 
statement filed with the Committee, that 





the officer grade distribution authorized 
for the Air Force by OGLA “is substan- 
tially lower than that authorized for the 
Army and Navy.” 

If the Air Force was authorized the 
same grade distribution as the Army, 
he said “we could have another 5,800 field 
grade officers.” If the distribution was 
the same as the Navy’s, “we could have 
another 7,700 field grade officers.” 


He said “These differences in grade dis- 
tribution, in conjunction with the in- 
creased size of the regular establishments 
and changing requirements, makes neces- 
sary a thorough re-examination of this 
law (OGLA).” 

Enactment of the temporary Air Force 
legislation has been recommended by the 





Defense Department pending completion 
of the all-Service OGLA study. The Al 
Force measure will cost about $3 million. 


Quick House-passage of the measure 
is expected but Capitol Hill sources were 
not certain how the proposal will fare 
in the Senate.

Once Nazi Ammo Cache, Narcotics Depot 
Serves As USAFE’s Combat Ops Center 


KAISERSLAUTERN, GERMANY. 


ONSTRUCTION is expected to be 
completed this month on a $1.2 mil- 
lion project which has converted a one- 
time Nazi underground ammunition de- 
pot and postwar U. S. Army narcotics 
depot into a Combat Operations Center 
for U. S. Air Forces in Europe’s Ad- 
vanced Echelon at nearby Ramstein. 
Under command of Col. Edward S, E. 
Newbury, USAF, the COC is manned 
around-the-clock. 
Its mission is to plot aircraft flights 
in order to signal the alarm in the event

a control center for the conduct of an 
air war in Central Europe for USAFE 
and other forces of the 4th Allied Tac- 
tical Air Force. 

General Frank F. Everest, USAF, com- 
mands both USAFE and 4ATAF. 

For only the second time since it be- 
came operational in 1958, a group of news- 
men recently was authorized to visit the 
USAFE Center. 

They inspected a heavily protected 
underground structure which stretches 
through three 450-foot long parallel cor- 
ridors tunneled horizontally in a moun- 
tainside to form 67 rooms with 37,000 
square feet of floor space. 

Colonel Newbury and his staff main- 
tain constant contact with U. S. defense 
activities in Europe and in the ZI, in- 
cluding daily checks with North Ameri- 
can Air Defense Command headquarters 
at Colorado Springs, Colo. 

Colonel Newbury escorted the report- 
ers through the three-story high Air 
Operations Center, largest single room 
in the COC. It contains a large, trans-

On the map, airmen “plotters” pin- 
point, in luminous chalk, the minute-to- 
minute movement of friendly and un- 
identified aircraft in the area, as their 
movements are relayed from radar sites 
throughout Western Europe.

Direction of the Air Operations Cen- 
ter activities is carried out across the 
room from the giant map by more than 
a score of officers and technicians lo- 
cated in a deep bay divided into three 
tiers, one above the other, The top tier, 
heavily enclosed in glass, is for the use 
of the commander and his combat staff. 
The second story tier, also enclosed in 
glass, contains the offensive air opera- 
tions duty officers who direct all air 
strikes at the decision of the commander. 

Personnel in the ground tier direct air 
defense missions. They include, in addi- 
tion to Air Force personnel, a represent- 
ative of the U. S. Army forces—to co- 
ordinate and recommend strike support 
for ground forces—and a Civil Defense 
representative of the German govern- 
ment, tor alert liaison in case of sudden 
attack.

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Innocent Victims Of Fumble And Delay 


Regretiably, THe JOURNAL must report in this issue (see Page 1) 
the sad fact that chances for enactment this year of retired pay legisla- 
tion have been doomed. The Hébert Subcommittee hearings and the 
studied reluctance of the Budget Bureau to take a positio:. on proposals 
pending in the Senate and the House are the twin causes. Hopes for fa- 
vorable action in 1960 are brightened, however, by the disclosure that 
Representative Kilday (D-Tex.), a noted fighter for military pay justice, 
supports the historic principle of linking retired pay to active military 
pay scales, 

When hearings were being held on the Military Pay Act of 1958, 
Pentagon officials fumbled the ball. They failed to give dyramic support 
to the Cordiner Committee’s insistence that retired pay should be com- 
puted for all persons on the retired lists on the basis of the revised pay 
system. Defense leaders were all too quick to bargain away historic 
rights. 

But that is only part of the shocking story. This year, the Pentagon 
was given a chance to recover the ignominious fumble. Scores of legis- 
lators from both parties sponsored bills to equalize retired pay. The 
Armed Services Committees routinely asked Secretary of Defense Mc- 
Elroy for his views. 

Unfortunately, the Committees were not invited to put the Secre- 
tary’s feet to the fire, as in the missile squabble. The Committees hoped, 
however, that they might receive an early answer. 

Weeks and months went by. The Administration took the problem 
“under study” and held it there. And while the Budget Bureau forced 
Secretary McElroy into a corner of silence, a storm broke loose on Capi- 
tol Hill concerning employment of retired military officers by defense 
industries. 

Military pay justice and alleged improprieties by certain retired 
officers manifestly are separate and distinct matters, There would never 
be a suggestion, for example, that because some active duty master ser- 
geants or some active duty colonels assertedly had used undue influence 
that all active duty master sergeants and all active duty colonels should 
be forced to suffer while the investigation of the charges was under way. 

Yet, that is exactly what is happening in the matter of retired pay 
equalization. It’s a shameful situation. 

To our readers, THE JOURNAL gives this assurance, We shall in the 
weeks and months ahead continue to report in our news columns the 
full story of all action that affects retired military personnel. At the 
same time, we shall insist as strongly and effectively as we know how 
that all retired Service people must be treated fairly. We hold this to be 
essential, not only for individual justice, but most importantly, for the 
cause of national defense. 


Does Congress Want To Kill MATS? 


Both Houses of Congress have turned down the Air Force’s request 
for $53.5 million for purchase of jet cargo aircraft for the Military Air 
Transport Service. Likewise, both Houses have agreed that MATS must 
spend fixed amounts in contract services with civilian airlines—the House 
voting $80 million and the Senate $100 million. 

This carries forward a continuing Congressional trend over recent 
years to downgrade this important combat service—the first unified service 
command and one which supports the combat activities of all the individual 
military services. 

Discussion in both the House and the Senate was replete with charges 
that MATS is growing bigger and bigger and is detracting from the civil- 
ian airlines. To this argument, Senator Howard W. Cannon (D-Nev.) 
furnished the following figures: 

1) MATS aircraft have decreased in numbers during the last 5-year 
period by 107. 

2) MATS has lost a total of 2,300 personnel in the past 5 years. 

3) MATS has decreased passenger miles by 8 per cent. 

4) During the same 5-year period, the commercial earriers have in- 





creased their passenger miles 30 times. 

5) Payments to civilian carriers for military business have increase 
from $4.5 million four years ago, to a total of $71 million last year. Some 
of these contracts have gone to carriers which five years ago did not even 
own an airplane. 

Senator Strom Thurmond (D-S. C.) called the attention of the Senate 
to the fact that this progressive deemphasis of MATS is dangeroy 
to our security. He points out that commercial planes cannot enter the 
combat zones, so that “if an emergency should arise in any section Of the 
world to which we wish to send troops quickly we must have the military 
air transportation necessary to move the troops there, and do it without 


















delay.” 


During the last fiscal year, for example, MATS was called upon 
to airlift troops, weapons and material to Lebanon, 


lift support for the Tactical Air Command’s striking force to Taiwan, 
and to transport missiles overseas for the Army, Navy, and Air Force, 
This, in addition to airlifting Army troops in simulated “brush-fire’’ wars, 
transporting more than 30,000 military patients in flying ambulances, air. 
dropping supplies and equipment to scientific stations in Antarctica and 


many other special missions. 


Fortunately, a House Armed Services Subcommittee under the chair. 
manship of the knowledgeable Representative Kilday (D-Tex.) is getting 
under way with an investigation of U. S. transportation resources for war- 
time needs. The Defense Air Transportation Administrator, Mr. Theodore 
Hardeen, jr., has told the Committee that there is a deficit in cargo capa- 
bility but just how much, he said, is classified. MATS leaders will be heard. 
Thus, Congress will be given a new opportunity to get the full facts about 
military airlift, what it means to our defenses, and what it needs to do 


its job.

A MARINE CORPS “HUMP” PROBLEM on the Reserve lists has 
been eased. The Corps convened a board (see Page 6) to consider 
438 Reserve colonels, lieutenant colonels and majors for removal from 
the active status list, where they were earning retirement credits. Of 
this number, 349 were chosen for removal—more than 79%. Each had 
been passed over at least twice. As a result, promotion opportunities 
for other Reservists will rise from 32% to 40% to colonel; 21% to 

50% to lieutenant colonel, and 12% to 50% to major. 


VOLUNTEERS FOR DUTY IN HAITI are being sought by the Coast 
Guard. Regular lieutenants are required for duty with the U. S. Naval 
Mission at Port-au-Prince. The Ha‘tian Government supplements the 
pay of Mission officers; the income oi a lieutenant there approximates 
commander’s pay in the U. S. 


THE ARMY WILL BE WATCHING CLOSELY an address to be 
delivered by the new CofS, General Lyman L. Lemnitzer, at the 1959 
meeting of the Association of the U. S. Army in Washington, D. C., 
early next month. His topic: “Why We Need A Modern Army.” The 
Army will be eager to learn how forcefully General Lemnitzer intends 
to state the case. All of his public statements will be analyzed by all 

the Services against the fact that he is certain to be considered 
highly in the selection of a successor to General Nathan F. Twining 

as JCS Chairman. 


MILITARY AID CUTS will force the Pentagon to reconsider, and possibly 
drastically revise, plans for training high ranking foreign officers 
during the next year. Military Assistance officials had hoped to increase 
the number of high ranking officers trained by 10-15%. These plans 
may have to be scrapped because the amounts likely to be authorized 
by Congress will allow no increase in the total MAP training. The 
Pentagon may be forced into a 1-2% cut in the overall training program 
for foreign officers and enlisted men. 


ARMY RADIATION AND FALL-OUT AUTHORITY, Col. Roy D. 
Maxwell, has been designated Chief of the Medical Service Corps. He 
has been Assistant for Nuclear Warfare and Casualty Studies, Army 
Medical Service School, Brooke Army Medical Center, Ft. Sam 
Houston, Tex. Colonel Maxwell succeeds Col. Bernard Aabel, who 
joins the Medical Information and Intelligence Agency at Arlington 
Hall Station, Va. 





A SURPRISE ANNOUNCEMENT by the Army 13 July reported that 
Maj. Gen. Earl C. Bergquist, Ft. Dix, N. J., Army Training Center 
Commander, had requested voluntary retirement 31 August. The 
Pentagon had announced 14 April that he would become Deputy The 
Inspector General. 


PROMOTION OF NAVAL MEDICAL OFFICERS to captain and com- 
mander will be made on a greatly liberalized basis for the next five 
fiscal years. At the insistence of the Stennis Senate Armed Services 
Subcommittee, the Navy has formulated plans calling for promotion of 
445 physicians in the two grades through fiscal ’64. Officers who will be 
in or above the zone during the period total 522. The Navy did not 

say how many, if any, will be picked from below the zone. 


DISCLOSING THE NAVY’S REVISED PLANS, Assistant Secretary of 
Defense Charles C. Finucane said the expanded promotion program 
will provide more than sufficient numbers for the promotion of all 
commanders who are board certified, board eligible, or who will become 
board eligible during the five year period. Vacancies to commander will 
be “more than sufficient to permit the promotion of the 162 lieutenant 
commanders who are board certified and board eligible,” he said. 


THE ACCELERATED MC PROMOTIONS in the Navy were revealed 
by Mr. Finucane in a letter released by the Stennis Subcommittee 15 
July. A decision has been reached to provide a 90% selection opportunity 
for promotion to captain during fiscal ’60 for Navy physicians. This 
selection opportunity will include officers passed over in fiscal ’59, as 
well as those entering the zone for the first time. The Senate Committee 
had complained that the high Navy Medical Corps passover rate was not 
consistent with the Doctor Draft Act and the Special Incentive Pay 

for doctors. 
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ARMY SUCCESSES ON CAPITOL HILL in winning substantial increagy 
in modernization funds for fiscal ’60 are due directly to the brilliant 
budget testimony of former CofS Maxwell D. Taylor. His presentation, 
before the House and Senate convinced the legislators that the Army 
requires more money for modernization than proposed by the Adminis. 
tration. The question now remains to be seen whether the Army will 
be allowed to spend the extra money that Congress will! vote for this 
purpose. 


THE PENTAGON MUST DOCKET for still another year its hopes to 
achieve legislative amendments in the Uniform Code of Military 
Justice. The Defense Department has been trying for years to change 
the UCMJ, particularly in the matter of returning increased disciplinary 
authority to commanding officers and streamlining the administration 
of military justice. There had been hopes that Congress would take 
action this year, but the Armed Services Committees have decided .9 
let the matter rest until next year. 


THE ROYAL AIR FORCE HAS ADOPTED A FLYING PAY POLIcy 
which the U. S. Services seemingly would do well to study. It concerns 
the problem of rated personnel assigned to missile units. The RAF 
has decided that it will be sufficient for an individual’s commanding 
officer to certify that appropriate efforts have been made to attain 
adequate proficiency flying time. There is no explicit requirement fora 
minimum number of hours each month or each year. 


A TOP RAF OFFICER told The Journal last week at Feltwell—site of the 
first U.K. Thor base—that rated personnel need have no fears about 
loss of flying pay as a result of assignment to a missile unit. In the U. §, 
Forces, unlike the RAF, there is a strict requirement for minimum 
proficiency flying time. (Next week’s issue of The Journal will highlight 
a report from Feltwell and a companion article on the RAF Bomber 
Command.) 


AT THE DEFENCE MINISTRY, everyone from Minister Duncan Sandys 
down is confident that the U.K. will have no difficulty in attaining its 
goal of a 100% volunteer force by the end of 1962. The last draftees 
will be called up during 1960. 


THE BRITISH ARE CUTTING THE SIZE of their forces, but that’s 
only one reason behind the confidence concerning the strictly volunteer 
Fighting Force. Defence Ministry officials explain that the announce- 
ment of plans to go to a fully professional organization has encouraged 
reenlistments by raising esprit. They add also that a promise for a 
periodic review—probably every two years—of military pay in rela- 
tionship to the cost of living has proved a powerful career incentive. 


IT IS NOTEWORTHY in the light of the U.K. decision to link military 
pay to the CofL that just such a proposal was advanced by the Cordiner 
Committee. Mr. Ralph J. Cordiner and his associates made a strong 
point of the fact that military allowances in the U. S. have fallen far 
behind the increases in the CofL Index. 


THE CRITICAL HOUSING SITUATION for U. S. military families in 
the U.K. (see Page 11), which will be aggravated by the deployment of 
atomic-armed aircraft from France, forces scores of Third Air Force 
and SAC 7th Air Division crews to live 20-30 miles from their base. 
When alerts are called—and they come frequently—officers and airmen 
must jump into their cars and rush to their aircraft. Washington was 
asked if it would be possible to authorize mileage pay for this duty- 
required travel. 


THE UNFORTUNATE ARMCHAIR RULING FROM WASHINGTON 
was that aircrews cannot be compensated for use of their automobiles 
in responding to an alert. The apparent reasoning is that they are 
“going to work.” The fact of the case is, of course, that in most 
instances the officers and airmen have been to the base at least once that 
day and have returned home, only to be called for an alert test. 


THERE IS LITTLE QUESTION THAT CONGRESS would give favor- 
able consideration to some kind of transportation compensation for 
alert crews forced to live considerable distances from their bases, 
because of the lack of housing. In view of the Budget Bureau’s economy 
attitude, it can hardly be hoped that the Administration would seek 
such financial relief for air crews. But seemingly it would be no great 
problem for Congress to alleviate the problem. 


CONGRESSIONAL EXTENSION of the Renegotiations Act calls for 4 
new study by the Senate and House Armed Services Committees of 
military procurement practices. Chairman Carl Vinson (D-Ga.) of 
the House Committee has appointed an 11-member Subcommittee 
to conduct this inquiry. He named himself as Chairman. The full 
Committee’s ranking Republican member, Representative Leslie 
Arends (R-IIl.), also will serve with the group. 


THE STENNIS SUBCOMMITTEE hopes it will be able to complete 
action in time for consideration next week by the full Senate Arme 
Services Committee of the Navy “Hump” and all-Service “White 
Charger” personnel legislation. The Pentagon counts both as top 
prior:ty manpower measures.

moted. For a variety of reasons unit offi- 
cers of the Army and Air Force have not 
been afforded this promotion opportun- 
ity. Under the proposed change both unit 
and non-unit officers will be afforded this 
promotion opportunity. 

@ Permit, in the case of the Army and 
Air Force, the waiving of strength ceil- 
ings to the extent necessary to allow the 
promotion of Reserve officers to fill unit 
vacancies and mobilization billets with- 
out regard to overall vacancies. Under 
existing ceiling limitations these promo- 
tions cannot be effected. 

@ Authorize the promotion of Reserve 
officers of the Nurse Corps or Medical 
Specialists Corps of the Army and Air 
Force to the Reserve grade of colonel, 
and the promotion of Reserve officers of 





the Women’s Army Corps and women in 
the Air Force to the Reserve grade of 
Lieutenant Colonel, to parallel the sys- 
tem of promotion of Regular officers in 
those branches. 

@ Extend the moratorium on manda- 
tory retirement by reason of service and 
grade for all unit officers of the Army 
and Air Force until 1 January, 1962, but 
at the same time retain the effective date 
of 1 July, 1960, in respect to all other 
officers. This action permits the reten- 
tion, by Reserve units, for another 18 
months of experienced officer personnel 
who would otherwise be required to be 
transferred to an inactive status. 

@ Eliminate an inequity in existing 
law which would preclude certain spe- 
cialists, who had been granted construc- 
tive service prior to the enactment of 





ROPA, from ever becoming eligible for 
Reserve retirement at age 60. Under the 
change, the period of constructive service 
granted these individuals will neither 
enhance nor penalize their opportunity 
for Reserve retirement, 


@ Provide for the retention of unit 
officers of the Air Force Reserve and Air 
National Guard through the grade of 
Captain, or until they complete 14 years 
of commissioned service, if they would 
otherwise be promoted out of their units 
by operation of the mandatory promo- 
tion system, 

@ Authorize in the case of the Marine 
Corps Reserve, an increase in the number 
of general officers from a present total of 
5 to a new total of 10. This change brings 
the Marine Corps proportionately closer 
to the other services in the authorized 


number of general officers. 

@ Authorize, in the case of the Navy, 
selection boards to dip below the zone 
to select outstanding Reserve Officers, 
in the grade of commander and Captain, 
for promotion to the next senior grade. 
This change parallels similar authority 
already provided selection boards cop. 
vened to select Regular officers for pro. 
motion. 


@ Modify, in the case of the Coast 
Guard, the percentage grade distribution 
of Reserve officers in the grades of liey. 
tenant commander and commander to 
generally parallel the percentage distyj- 
bution presently in effect in the Navy, 
It also permits the Coast Guard to assure 
an orderly flow of promotion opportunity 
by permitting attrition through board 
action.

Awards Contract To Chance Vought 


For Improved High Altitude Pilot Capsule 


The Navy has awarded a contract for 
more than $1 million to Chance Vought 
Aircraft, Inc., to develop a pilot’s capsule 
which will provide increased comfort and 
safety in supersonic, high-altitude flight. 

Aim is to give the pilot a working area 
in keeping with the increased perform- 
ance of his aircraft. Increasing speeds 
and altitudes have necessitated increas- 
ingly more protective equipment for the 
pilot. The integrated capsule is aimed at 
reversing this trend, 

The Navy said: “Successful develop- 
ment of such a unit would mean pilots no 
longer would be forced to wear or carry 
movement-restricting oxygen masks, pres- 
sure suits, personal parachutes, bailout 
oxygen bottles, life jackets, rafts, and 
other survival gear.” 

The capsule design will consist basically 
of the sealed-off and independently pres- 
surized forward section of the airplane, 
initially configured along the lines of 
Chance Vought’s F8U-1 Crusader series 
of jet aircraft. 

In an emergency situation, the capsule 
will be designed to separate from the rest 
of the aircraft. It would be boosted from 
the abandoned aircraft section by rocket 
and stabilized by retractable fins, Force- 
sensing drag brakes would decelerate the 
capsule. 

Chance Vought explained that at or 
below 62,000 feet and at approximately 
500 miles an hour, a first stage parachute 
would be employed, and that when the 
capsule was at 14,000 feet and traveling 
at approximately 220 miles an hour a sec- 
ond stage cluster of parachutes would 
open to handle the remainder of the 
descent.

The capsule is to contain semi-auto- 
matic devices which would activate the 
escape system in the event of uncon- 
sciousness. It will be designed to float and 
provide protection on land or sea, and

tems, scale models will be tested later 
in wind tunnels and in a rocket-powered 
free flight program at the National Aero- 
nautics and Space Administration’s Wal- 
lops Island Testing Facility in Virginia. 


Army Hawk Will 
Be Made In Texas 


Red River Arsenal, Texarkana, Tex., 
has been selected by the Army and the 
Raytheon Manufacturing Company as 
the final asembly site for the Army Hawk 
anti-aircraft missile system. 

To date, prototype hawk missiles have 
been asembled at White Sands Missile 
Range, N. M., where test firings have 
been conducted. For safety’s sake, Ray- 
theon and the Army felt it would be 
desirable to move the assembly plant 
where facilities are available for han- 
dling and storing propellants and explo- 
sives. 

Major components shipped to Red 
River will be: electronic packages, from 
Raytheon, Andover, Mass.; motors, Aero- 
jet General Corp., Sacramento, Calif.; 
airframes, Northrop Aircraft, Anaheim, 
Calif.; warheads, lowa Ordnance Depot; 
and missile shipping containers, the Wil- 
liamson Co. of Madison, Ind.

Assistant Secretary of Defense Perkins McGuire (Supply and Logistics) said the 
Department definitely opposes S. 1875, sponsored by Senator Jacob K, Javits (R-N.Y.), 


and sees no necessity for the enactment 
of S. 1383, introduced by Senator John J. 
Williams (R-Del). 

Numerous other Senators and Con- 
gressmen have backed the Javits and Wil- 
liams measures which are designed pri- 
marily to increase competitive bidding. 
The Javits proposal, additionally, would 
disperse defense procurement to differ- 
ent geographical areas and to “eligible 
suppliers from whom relatively small 
proportions of procurement have been 
purchased.”

Senator Javits Answers Pentagon 


Senator Javits said the Department’s 
conclusion is erroneous and was hastily 
reached without probing the underlying 
concept of his bill. Current delays, he 
charged, are the result of the “multi- 
plicity and proliferation” of Pentagon 
committees. 

The main purpose of his proposal, Sen- 
ator Javits said, is to increase competi- 
tion “so that every eligible company can 
have the opportunity to secure Govern- 
ment business on the one hand, and that 
the Government can have the benefit of 
the widest competition and its benefits 
to the procurement dollar and to the 
American defense effort and economy on 
the other.” 


One Questionable Proposal 


Commenting on the other bills, Secre- 
tary McGuire said there are a number of 
provisions in the Saltonstall proposal 
“that would be helpful.” One provision, 
however, is “highly questionable,” he 
said. This has to do with “the wisdom of 
emphasizing or preferring centralization 
of internal departmental management of

a weapon system in a single person with 
all responsibility for planning, budget- 
ing, research, design, development and 
acquisition—and contracting with one 
company for the procurement of the en- 
tire system.” 

He said it would be a “dangerous risk” 
to “freeze the weapon system concept 
or to limit its free use by unjustifiable 
preference of one method over all others.” 

Secretary McGuire told the Senators 

“the weapon system concept is still in 
the process of evolution.” He said “No 
single technique, either of internal man- 
agement or of procurement, precisely fits 
every weapon. The nature of the item, 
the state of the art, in-house or contrac- 
tor capability, and the degree of mili- 
tary urgency, vary from weapon to weap- 
on.” 
The Secretary said “The success of the 
weapon system method up to now lies 
in its flexibility—being able to adjust 
the management and procurement tech- 
niques to fit the particular and changing 
circumstances of each new weapon sys- 
tem.” 

He noted that the Saltonstall proposal’s 
purpose is to reduce lead time and said 
“I think the maximum flexibility which 
we have now must be continued.” 


Williams Bill Discussed 


The Williams measure urges changes 
which Secretary McGuire said already 
are effectively provided in current reg- 
ulations. Present rules, he said, call for 
the “use of competition to the maximum 
practicable extent, whether the procure- 
ment is to be effected by formal adver- 
tising or by negotiation.” 

One provision in the Williams bill 
would require certain reports to be made 
to the Attorney General. Secretary Mc- 
Guire said this would “impose a heavy

and Justice. In view of present require- 
ments of law and additional require- 
ments incorporated in military regula- 
tions, he said “this provision also seeems 
unnecessary.” 

Senator Saltonstall, testifying in sup- 
port of his own bill, said present pro- 
curement regulations were adopted when 
the U. S, had an overwhelming superior- 
ity of military strength which justified 
low-cost procurement and equality of op- 
portunity for all suppliers. Today our 
strength has dwindled, he said, and “We 
can no longer afford to proceed in a lei- 
surely, time-wasting manner, concentrat- 
ing more on assuring equality of oppor- 
tunity to would-be defense contractors 
than on producing needed new weapons 
and equipment as quickly as possible.” 

The Senator said “If new weapons de- 
velopment is to keep pace with our crit- 
ical space age needs, procurement 
processes must be accelerated. We must 
discard obsolete requirements and re- 
strictions which not only slow down the 
development of modern weapons but also 
are a drain upon engineering and ad- 
ministrative resources, both in govern- 
ment and industry, and upon the tax- 
payer’s dollars.” 


Defense Needs Must Be First 


He said he is confident the people “will 
support the sacrificing of economy and 
equality of opportunity in particular pro- 
curements, if speed, quality, reliability or 
innovation must be our predominant ob- 
jectives. The needs of national security 
must come first—other considerations are 
secondary.” 

At present, over 85% of all procure- 
ment dollars are spent on negotiated con- 
tracts, Senator Saltonstall said, because 
the Defense Department “has no alterna- 
tive.” He said ¢hese figures reflect the 
fact that the new, advanced weapons 
which are essential to military prepared- 
ness cannot be advertised for competi- 
tive bidding.

Therefore persons now 
designated as “Reserve, retired” could be 
persons who left an industry, served dur- 
ing the war, were disabled, retired and re- 
turned to the industry from which re- 
cruited. 

Early Retirements 

There has been discussion of the rela- 
tively early age at which military officers 
are being retired. However, it should be 
borne in mind that by a mandatory pro- 
vision of law many of these officers are 
retired at an early age, 

The Officer Personnel Act of 1947 con- 
tains a provision requiring the retirement 
of an officer after 30 years of service and 
5 years in grade. This provision is de- 
signed to create vacancies at the top so 
as to permit orderly promotion through 
the grades. 

The provision was included in the law 
in contemplation of a normal tour of du- 
ty in each grade, The Officer Personnel 
Act of 1947 contemplates a tour of 3 years 
as second lieutenant; 3 years as first lieu- 
tenant; 8 years as captain; 4 years as ma- 
jor; 4 years as lieutenant colonel; 4 years 
as colonel. It was therefore contemplated 
that an officer would reach the grade of 
colonel after 22 years of service. Of 
course, those selected for general or flag 
rank would be eligible for further promo- 
tions. In contemplation of a normal ca- 
reer most officers would be approaching 
the normal age for retirement at the time 
he had both 30 years of service and 5 
years in grade. 

Before the Officer Personnel Act of 
1947 had an opportunity to function nor- 
mally, the Korean war began. Promotions 
were accelerated. We therefore have the 
period of 30 years of service and 5 years 
in grade coinciding when men are young- 
er than men in industry normally would 
retire, 

This is a temporary situation. It is 
about to be eliminated because all of the 


military services have reached, or are 
reaching, normal periods of service in 
grade. 


These men face retirement and reduc- 
tion in income when their families are at 
the period of the greatest expense to 
them, It is unreasonable to suppose that 
these relatively young men will remain 
idle. They possess experience urgently 
needed by both the Government and in- 
dustry. 

A number of these officers hold gradu- 
ate degrees in engineering, management, 
and other fields, Not only should they be 
permitted to continue in their fields, but 
their services are urgently needed in 
those fields.

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Congressman Kilday Analyzes Problems Involved In Retired 


Government Employment of Retired 
Military Personnel 

Because the officers secured their ex- 
perience and generally, education from 
the Government, they should first be 
utilized by the Government after retire- 
ment. This is rarely possible, 

The Dual Office Act of 1894 is an effec- 
tive bar to the utilization of most retired 
regular officers by the Government. 

The Dual Compensation Act of 1932 is 
an effective bar to most other retired 
officers. 

However, in this connection the in- 
equality of application of both of those 
laws is of major importance. There are 
many exceptions by clear provisions of 
statutes. The Court of Claims decisions 
provide other exceptions. There are ex- 
ceptions provided by private bills passed 
by the Congress permitting the employ- 
ment of named individuals in named po- 
sitions. 

It should be academic that if any re- 
striction is now to be placed upon the em- 
ployment of retired officers by industry, 
the laws restricting their employment by 
the Government must be reviewed and re- 
pealed, amended, or made uniform, 

In addition, existing laws placing re- 
strictions upon the employment of re- 
tired officers in industry are not uniform 
in their application to the various serv- 
ices. There is no bar in certain services 
and an absolute bar in others. Any legis- 
lation on this subject should make those 
laws uniform. 


Relatively Few Retired Officers are 
Employed 

Because officers well known in Wash- 
ington enter the employment of indus- 
tries holding Government contracts, the 
impression exists that the practice is 
general, 

Actually, relatively few retired officers 
are employed by industries holding Gov- 
ernment contracts or employed at all. 
Rarely is a field commander so employed. 
Care must be taken that retired officers 
as a class be not subjected to criticism 
because of the action of a few. 

Conflict of Interest is Wrong 

No officer should retire and soon there- 
after enter the employment of a contrac- 
tor in a position which would give him an 
have that contractor fa- 
vored, or give the appearance of so do- 
ing. 

For instance, there should be no ob- 
jection of an electrical engineer retired 
from the military working on an elec- 
tronic development for a Government 
contractor.

ment of a procurement officer in a pro- 
curement position by a Government con- 
tractor, At least there should be the lapse 
of a reasonable period of time. 

Mr. Chairman, this committee has a 
very difficult task in permitting the one 
and prohibiting the other. 

In this connection I suggest you con- 
sider carefully the existing statutes which 
apply to Government lawyers in the prac- 
tice of their profession after leaving Gov- 
ernment service. Here you may find a 
reasonable solution of your problem, The 
effectiveness of that solution will depend 
finally upon the ethics and attitudes of 
the retired personnel which I will dis- 
cuss separately, 


The Retired Personnel Must Police 
Themselves 


Military officers are professional men. 
They belong to the noble profession of 
Arms. That profession is based, to a very 
high degree, upon honor and ethical con- 
duct. 

All professions have codes or canons of 
ethics. While all professions have their 
codes and canons of ethics, we hear most 
of such in connection with lawyers and 
doctors. 

There are provisions for diciplinary ac- 
tion for the violation of medical or legal 
ethics, However, disciplinary action in 
either profession is rare. 

Actually, the lawyer or doctor observes 
the ethics of his profession because it is 
the right and proper thing to do, In ad- 
dition he does not fear disciplinary action 
nearly as much as he prizes the respect 
of the other members of his profession. 

No matter what law might be passed 
it will be ineffective if its violation re- 
mains socially acceptable. The observa- 
tion of the spirit of any such law will de- 
pend largely upon the attitude of other re- 
tired officers towards the officer who finds 
a way to circumvent the intent of the law. 

The reward to the retired personnel 
will come from the standing and prestige 
of the retired people in the community. 
In addition, they have a very practical in- 
terest. As an example, many bills are 
pending here to permit military person- 
nel retired before June 1, 1958 to recom- 
pute their retired pay under the Military 
Pay Act of 1958. There has been much 
editorial and other support of that recom- 
putation. It would restore a highly desir- 
able tradition that retired personnel be 
paid under the larger new rate, I would 
like to see that done. In view of the 
margin by which the amendment to the 
Defense Department appropriation bill 
was defeated, it is evident such a law 
could not be passed at this time.

picture,” and have no real influence on 
defense decisions or contracts. 

The former JCS Chairman now serv- 
ing as a Special Consultant to the Secre- 
tary of Defense, said he thinks, however, 
that rules governing employment of re- 
tired officers should be the same for all 
Services. The admiral said it might be de- 
sirable to restrict officers from going into 
“direct selling” jobs for two years after 
they retire, but added that the law needs 
to be clarified in its definition of “selling.” 

Admiral Radford said he thinks some 
Comptroller General's rulings on the sub- 
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ject have carried the definition “a lot 
further than Congress intended.” 

Admiral Rickover was called before the 
Hébert Subcommittee to explain a state-

unless the Senators back down complete. 
ly—the members of the conference com- 
mittee will have to report back to their 
respective Houses for further instruc. 
tions. 

Agreement on most other provisions of 
the authorization bill was reached with 
little difficulty. 

The conferees overruled Senate efforts 
to scuttle the Armed Forces hospital 
construction program for fiscal ’60 by re- 
storing $16.6 million of the $19.2 million 
originally requested by the Pentagon. 

The Senate had deleted authority for 
hospital construction at Redstone Arse- 
nal, Ala., Ft. Eustis, Va., Sheppard AFB, 
Tex., Clinton County AFB, Ohio, George 
AFB, Calif., and the Naval Air Station 
at Lemoore, Calif. 

Total construction authority approved 
by the conferees is roughly $1,127,000,000. 

The conferees also restored about 150 
family housing units for Charleston AFB, 
S. C., which had been eliminated in the 
Senate. They agreed to a Senate restric- 
tion which limits Capehart construction 
to a maximum of 20,000 units during fiscal 
"60. 

A move by House conferees to add an 
amendment requiring the Services to buy 
all remaining Wherry housing units not 
yet acquired at permanent bases was de- 
feated. The recommendation had been 
made by a House Armed Services Sub- 
committee, headed by Representative 
Paul J. Kilday (D-Tex), which reported 
the result of a special study of Wherry 
housing acquisition on the same day the 
conference began. 

Postponement of further action on 
the conference was necessitated, Capitol 
Hill sources said, by the inability of Sen- 
ate members to meet again before 20 July.
